Had all the registers been properly filled and promptly 
returned the work of making this report would have been 
much less. The attention of prudential committees is called to 
that portion of the general laws which directs that no teacher 
shall receive pay for services until he shall deliver to the 
prudential committee a certificate that such register is properly 
filled and returned. With a few exceptions the schools have 
been all that could be expected. The teachers and pupils have 
labored faithfully, and good work has been the result. Of 
course the amount of interest and advancement varies in the 
different schools, being especially noticeable in No.’s 10, 1, 8 
and 6. Some of the schools have been so small that it would 
seem impossible for any one to create any great enthusiasm. 
What interest can a teacher, however capable, or pupils, 
however bright, take in a school with but two names on the 
register? 

In but two or three instances at the most do I think there 
has been any serious failure on the point of “order.” <A 
teacher who has not. sufficient strength of character to govern 
a school without descending to disgraceful squabbles, wordy or 
otherwise, with his pupils, is unfit for the business; and assum- 
ing thatthe teacher is always master of the situation, the 
best order a school can have is that which will arouse in the 
pupils the greatest mental activity. Noise is not the worst 
thing in a ‘schoolroom. It is much better than a sleepy 
stillness. | 
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In reading and English Grammar there has not been as 
much interest as is desirable. It is not so much the amount 
a pupil reads, as the manner in which he reads it. Less read- 
ing and more drill in articulation and modulation would be 
much more beneficial. With the younger classes too much 
time cannot be spent in definitions. Words should not be 
allowed to pass without the ideas signified. In grammar, more 
synthesis and less analysis would be a great improvement. 
Until a change is made in the method of teaching, pupils will 
dislike to study grammar: but the study of English may be 
made much more pleasant and profitable by the use of more 
composition—making sentences, 
tions and everlasting’ parsing. 

As an educator, the blackboard is second only to the 
teacher. With a plenty of blackboard the thorough teacher 
will make very little use of text books in recitations. 

I am glad that so many prudential committees purchased 
the series of charts for their schoolrooms. The teachers have 
inade good use of them, and their eduactional value cannot fail 
to be many times their cost. 

The irregularity with which many pupils attend school is 
very detrimental to their own interests, as well as to the 
school generally. In this land of free schools if every intelli- 
gent child does not obtain at least the rudiments of an educa- 
tion, there is criminal neglect somewhere, for nothing is of so 
vital importance to the life and prosperity of this nation as the 
education of the people. Parents who allow their children to 
be absent from school for any slight excuse, or to stay away 
altogether because they ‘do not like the teacher,’’? are not 
acting in the best interests of the child or of the community. 
If the condition ofthe school is such that the pupil can gain 
nothing by attending, it should be stopped at once. Time is 
too precious and money too scarce to be given for nothing in 
return. 

In the tabular statement appended to this report may be 
found many items of interest. The columns headed .‘‘cost per 
week for each pupil attending.’’ contain figures'upon which 
tax payers will do well to reflect. There have been seven 
terms in which the ccest for each pupil has exceeded one dollar 
per week, and one in which it has been two dollars and twenty- 
five cents! Is it not time for a change?
